Colorado Boulevard Specific Plan Amendment Hearing 
Open House and Hearing 

Have you ever wanted to grab a late bite to eat and found that there were relatively few options open on 
Colorado Boulevard? Have you ever wanted to invite out-of-town friends to visit you favorite local 
restaurant but had to cut the evening short because the restaurant closed at 9:00? 

As many of you may know, some of the early closures are at least partially due to restrictions that the 
Colorado Boulevard Specific Plan imposes on businesses. The Specific Plan applies to almost all 
businesses along Colorado Boulevard in Eagle Rock. One subsection of the plan prohibits any business 
in the Specific Plan area from operating before 7:00 a.m. or after 9:00 p.m. if the business was 
established after the Specific Plan became effective in 1992. This type of hours restriction does not 
appear in ANY other specific plan in the entire City of Los Angeles. 

Besides preventing newer business from setting their own hours, this section of the Specific Plan makes 
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it more economically difficult for incoming businesses to get established. In order to operate later, a 
business must apply for an exception from the Specific Plan. This exception application cost as much as 
$30,000 (which is cost-prohibitive for a new small business) and their is no certainty that the exemption 
will be granted. Without lack of extra hours plus the extra land use costs are enough to make new 
businesses wary of investing in Colorado Boulevard. 

However, there is a way to fix this problem. There is currently a proposed amendment before the City 
Planning Department which would eliminate the section of the Specific Plan that restricts businesses' 
hours of operation. And, the first hearing on this amendment is being held a week from today at the 
Center for the Arts Eagle Rock.

The open house portion of the event will allow an opportunity for people to learn more about the 
proposed amendment, to ask questions, and provide input. 

During the public hearing portion, a hearing office will conduct a formal hearing and will take public 
testimony and written correspondence regarding the proposed amendment. The hearing will deal only 
with that proposed amendment and no decision will be made at this meeting.

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I support the proposed amendment to the Colorado Boulevard Specific Plan which would delete Section 
6.B(h) of the Specific Plan that prohibits "(a)ny business which operates between the hours of 9 p.m.and 
7 a.m.". Deleting this subsection will allow businesses in the Specific Plan area to open earlier than 7:00 
a.m. and/or close later than 9:00 p.m. 

The amendment will enable businesses to set their own hours of operation by-right, as determined by 
their zoning. Businesses that have or want special uses, such as the sale of alcohol, will still need a 
conditional use permit from the City. The conditional use permit process will allow for community input 
through public hearings. Any conditional use permit that is granted will have conditions that are 
fashioned to protect the community from potential nuisances such as late hours and noise. 

The amendment will give newer businesses equal footing with existing businesses that were 
"grandfathered in" upon adoption of the Specific Plan. In addition, potential owners who might be 
considering establishing a business in the Specific Plan area will no longer have to consider paying a 
five-figure application fee for a potential exception from the existing hour of operations regulations. This 
will provide potential investors with greater economic certainty and will ensure that all businesses will 
operate under the same set of rules in terms of hours of operations. 

Allowing small shops and restaurants along Colorado Boulevard to have longer hours of operation, 
especially during evening hours, should lead to a more bike and pedestrian traffic, and should lead to a 
more vital and vibrant Colorado Boulevard corridor.
